%*2.5.4. Provide HQ AETC/LGX XW a copy of the WRM Review Board minutes.
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%*4.4.3. Calculate WRM pallet and net requirements in accordance with Air Education and Training
Command War and Mobilization Plan, Volume Il (AETC WMP-111), Mobility/Deployment Annex A.
To support AETC WMP-I11 personnel baggage tasking, use the computation methodology of one pallet
set required for each UTC of 21 or more personnel up to 60 passengers. For example, a UTC of 287
personnel equates to 4.78 pallet sets rounded off to the next whole number; therefore, a UTC is
authorized 5 pallet sets. This guidance does not apply to UTCs with less than 21 personnel. HQ AMC
(reference DoD 4500.9-R-1, Volume II, Management of System 463L Pallets, Nets and Tie-Down
Equipment) will handle UTCs of 20 people or less as listed in OPlan Time Phased Force and
Deployment List.

Submit data
requirements as prescribed, but they may be delayed to allow the submission of higher precedence
reports. Submit by norelectronic means, if possible.

%*4.4.8. Submit the Quarterly WRM Pallet and Net Report (RCS: AETC-LGXXW(Q)0101) to HQ
AETC/LGXXW no later than the fifth duty day of each quarter (in January, April, July, and October).
This report is designated emergency status code C-3. Continue reporting during emergency conditions,
delayed precedence. Submit data requirements as prescribed, but they may be delayed to allow the
submission of higher precedence reports. Submit by nonelectronic means, if possible. Reporting is based
on the fiscal year. See Attachment 7 for sample report format (not applicable to ANG). ANG units will
forward quarterly report to ANG/LGX.

%*4.4.9. (Added)(AETC) Coordinate with HQ AETC/LGXXW regarding pallets and nets in identifying
excess for redistribution or turrtin for depot repair. ANG units will coordinate with ANG/LGX.

5.24. The WRM triangle should have sides no larger than 8 inches or be sized according to the
triangle’ s location (for example, refueling vehicle).

%*5.4. (Added)(AETC) In addition to vehicles and aerospace ground equipment (AGE), mark assets (or
storage area if unable to mark the assets, for example, 463L pallets and nets) identified in table 3.1 with
aWRM triangle to prevent inadvertent usage.

%*6.2.4. Ensure all WRM peacetime requests are coordinated through the WRMO/NCO before
WRMPM releases the assets. For 463L pallets and nets only, in direct support of JCS tasking
(MTWI/SSC/NEO, etc.) and indirect support (Steady State Aerospace Expeditionary Force (AEF)
tasking, Joint and Air Force exercises, training events, competitions (Readiness Challenge), unit
exercises, etc.) release coordination is not required. Assets are tracked in the Air Force Equipment
Management System.
